‘Thursday. 

A month had been lost, Mr Shea 
said, because a plumber had had 
to default on his contract. 

At the same time he reported 
that the Permanent Buliding Com- 
mittee was doing every thing pos- 
sible to hasten matters, 

The Wilmington Public Schools 
are scheduled to open on Sept. 
9th, this fall, a fact that he termed 
fortunate, 


The committee tentatively ex- 
plored the possibility of delaying 
the opening of school, if there 
were to be only a week’s delay. 
Otherwise, they felt, it would be 
best to have the double sessions 
which would be needed in the 
Wildwood School. 

It was pointed out that this school 
would best accomodate itself to 
double sessions, under the cir- 
cumstances, it having 15 rooms, 
and being nearest in a sense of 
geography, to the Woburn Street 
School. 

The Wilmington Public Schools 
will close, this summer on June 
18th, at noon, for all schools, with 
the teachers finishing their sche- 
duies on the close of business the 
next day.

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A BOAT LICENSE AT BABY BEACH 


The Board of Selectmen, in their collective wis- 
dom, have seen fit to deny the granting of a ‘boat li- 
cense’ at Baby Beach, Silver Lake. 

The story is long and complex, and there are 
personalities mixed into it. Basically a Lowell couple 
have purchased the beach and propose to conduct 
a boat livery. There were other proposals, but they 
have now been abandoned. 

Twenty two residents of the area protested the 
original application, They cited illegal parking of 
cars, along the street (Grove Avenue) and dirt at 
the beach, among other things, 

Motorists, notoriously park cars illegally. It 
happens at Silver Lake. It happens in Wilmington 
Square. It happens in Boston. 

It is admittedly a nuisance to have cars so 
parked, but denying a boat livery license will not 
better the situation, 

The reason of ‘dirt’ is ofa different cloth, In 
the years that the Board of Health has had a Sanitarian 
in Wilmington this beach has been inspected weekly 
during the summer months, The water was found to 
be pure, and never was there a notationof dirt being 
found on the beach. Furthermore, never has there 
been a complaint. 

These arguments, however, are trivial. 
can serve as excuses, but not as reasons. 

The point is that the Board of Selectmen does 
have--a right to deny a boat livery, and they have 
done it. 

In the belief of this paper, this isa mistake, and 
it could have serious consequences, : 

It was about 1951 that the first license was issued 
by the Selectmen for a boat livery at Baby Beach, 
One of the Selectmen, at that time, or about then, 
advanced the argument that a boat livery wasa won- 
derful safeguard, against accidental drowning in the 
area,. 

That argument is just as good today as it was 
then, Having a responsible person in the area, in 
charge of boats, could prove to be the factor in 
the saving of a child’s life, or that of a grownup 
person, 

Baby Beach, without supervision, would become 
what the Police term an ‘attractive nuisance’, Chil- 
dren would bathe and swim there, unsupervised, The 
very neighbors who are complaining may possibly 
be the people whose child would be involved. 

In the interests of safety for children, a boat 
livery license should be granted for Baby Beach, 
There is no need for other licenses, but this is 
practically essential.

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DE CAROLIS ESTATES PROBLEMS MAY BE SETTLED 


There seems to be only one pro- 
blem lett, relative to the De Carolis 
Estates, being planned behind the 
new Woburn Street school, and that 
concerns the piece of land which 
Selectman John Brooks told the 
Town Meeting was ‘the finest lot’ 
in the project. 

It seemed, Tuesday night, in the 
Planning Board meeting, that not 
only was the lot of land too. low, 

- but that dry wells being installed 
in the proposed pedway are being 
constructed at too low a level. 

All the other problems, regard- 
ing the drainage of the low land 
in the area seemed to have been 
Settled, after Mr De Carolis and 
the board finished an hour long 
meeting on Tuesday. Mr. De 
Carolis asked for a 30 day ex- 
tension of his time limit, and this 

e ve granted by the Planning Board 
= A long ditch is to be dug along 
the proposed extension of Marcia 
Road, from the old pond near High 
Street, to the swampy land, near 
the ‘finest lot’, and a pipeline Is 
to be laid, which, ft is believed, 
will not only drain the pond area 
but all between as well. 

The pipe line, starting as a 12 
inch pipe and ending as an 18 inch 
one, will drain into an existing 
ditch, through an easement to be 
made close to land of Rodin, on 
the present Marcia Road, 

The extension of Marcia Road, 
in the area where it joins the pre- 
sent road, will have tobe on ground 
which will be some six feet above 
the present level of the ground, 

De Carolis told the Planning 
Board that he believes the swamp 
land nearby has an elevation of 90 
feet above sea level, The road 
is projected to be 96 feet above 
sea level, according to his plans. 

It was noted by Planning Board 
member Austin Rounds that the 


level, and that the top of the dry 
well inlet will be 90 feet above 
sea level, 

This, obviously, would put the 
top of the drywells at the same 
level as the swamp, and six feet 
below the proposed level of the 
street, 

There must be, the Board felt, 
a mistake somewhere in the levels 
taken, Planning Board member 


James Micili was appointed to 
consult with the Permanent Build- 
ing Committee, Thursday evening. 

But there was no doubt in the 


Board’s minds, collectively, that: 


the level of the dry-wells would 
have to be raised, in order to 
come up to the proposed street 
level.

Seven decisions of the Wilming- 
ton Board of Appeals were handed 
down, Tuesday night. 

Under the date of April 24th a 
decision granted to Stephen A Mac- 
Innes, 70 Shawsheen Avenue, the 
right to divide a lot of land, and 
build a house on alot of land having 
insufficient frontage, according to 
the Zoning By Law, 

The case was heard on March 
24th, MacInnes told the board that 
he was the owner of a lot of land 
having 58,800 square feet, in a 
22,500 square foot zone. He wanted 
to divide the lot into two, one having 
28,800 square feet, and the other 
having 30,000 feet, but both with 
only 103 foot frontage, where 125 
feet is required, 

The board was told that the near- 
est home, under the proposal, 
would be 120 feet, and that it was 
proposed to have the second house 
to be built with a set back of 180 
feet from the street. 

The Appeal Board granted the 
appeal, finding that it was not a 
detriment to the area, nor would it 
derogate from the purpose of the 
Zoning By Law. A proviso was 
made than an existing shed be re- 
moved, before an occupancy per- 
mit could be granted by the Build- 
ing Inspector. 

Under the date of April 30 the 
board granted an appeal of the 
Jackson Brothers, Inc, for four 
lots of land on Shawsheen Ave. 
near the Billerica line. The case 
was heard on March 24th. 

The Jackson Brothers were re- 
presented by Frederick and Leland 
Jackson, and they presented plans 
of 13 proposed lots, along the 
street, Four of the lots were ona 
curve on the road, 

Minot Anderson, Building In- 
Spector, told the Board he could 
not issue building permits for the 
four lots because they failed to 
qualify for a minimum depth. 

‘The board granted the variance 
with permit to build, holding that 
the variance was slight, and that 
it 1s sometimes difficult to plan a 
workable development, as in this 
case, without having a justifiable 
deviation from the law. 

In a third decision made on 
April 30 the board denied to James 
McFarland of Hopkins Street the 
right to enlarge anexisting cottage 
on Columbia Road to make a suit- 
able dwelling. 

The cottage has 396 square feet 


the board was told, in the hearing, 


held on April ldth., and Mr, Me- 
Farland wanted to enlarge it by 
adding 448 square feet.

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BOARD OF APPEALS DECISIONS 


Building Inspector Minot Ander- 
Son told the board that the cottage 
was ‘non conforming’ and that he 
could not issue a building permit 
with out Board of Appeals approval 

The Board, in its decision, noted 
that the proposed increase in size 
was over 100%, and that it allows 
up to 50% under favorable condi- 
tions. It further noted that the 
proposal did not satsify ‘yard’ 
requirements, 

Under date of May 4th the Board 
granted two appeals of the Wil- 
mington Plaza, Inc, for signs for 
new stores, 

Permission was granted to the 
Beauty Terrace to have a sign 
which was 37.5 square feet in size, 
and permission was granted to 
the Wilmington Plaza Drug Store 
to have asignoccupy ing 120 square 
feet. Both cases were heard on 
April 14th. 

Another decision on May 4th 
denied of Chestnut Street the right 
to divide property between Taft 
Road and Roosevelt Road into two 
parcels, 

The land has 100 foot frontage on 
both streets, and occupies 25,195 
square feet, in a 22,500 square foot 
zone, 

The board was told that the land 


had been purchased as two lots, two 
years ago, only to find out that it 
was then under appeal to be divided 
into two lots, an appeal which was 
denied. 

William Mann, an abuttor, ap- 
peared in favor of the proposal. 

In its denial the Board noted that 
the hardship was not peculfar to 
the area, and that a variance would 
be contrary to the intent and pur- 
pose of the Zoning By Law. 

Also denied, on May 4th was an 
appeal by Daniel DePiano of 14 
Sherman Street, Everett, owner of 
a lot of land between Laurel Street 
and Pineview Road, in North Wil- 
mington, 

The lot is in a rural zone, re- 
quiring 60,000 square feet. It is 
50,000 square feet in size, and Mr 
De Piano wanted to divide it into 
two lots, each 125 feet wide and 
200 feet long. There is a house 
on one of the lots, and he wanted 
to build on the other. 

A neighbor, Mr. Petrucci, and 
Selectman John Brooks appeared 
in favor of Mr De Piano. 

The appeal was heard on April 
28th, In its denial the Board said 
that the proposal was not in con- 
formity with the intent of the Zon- 
ing By Laws.

PASE EIGHT 
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THETORTURED ROAD TO PAY RAISES 


During the past several weeks 
the Board of Selectmen have been 
wrestling with the problem of pay 
raises, for Town employees, with 
Town Manager Gerald Bouchard 
sometimes sitting on the side lines 
and sometimes taking an active 
Part. 

Immediately after the annual 
Town Meeting, in which the Police 
and Fire Departments won a basic 
pay rate of $6300 ayear, Bouchard 
in a meeting with all employees in 
the- Herbert C Barrows Auditor- 
jum, promised the employees that 
they would all be given the same 
consideration, The meeting lasted 
over two hours, and one comical 
note in the meeting was an invita- 
tion extended to Mr Bouchard by 
the employees to make him a mem- 
ber of the Wilmington Town Em- 
Ployees Association, an honor 
which he refused. 

Since then pay raises have been 
on the minds of the Town Manager, 
the Selectmen, and the Employees, 

During the annual Town Meeting 
Selectman John Brooks made se- 
veral efforts to move for re-con- 
sideration of the Firemen’s and 
Policemen’s pay articles, after 
they had been voted, He wanted, 
at that time, to adjust salaries 
for all town employees. He was 
not successful in his motions. 

In the first meeting after the 
Annual Town Meeting Brooks made 
an impassioned plea for an im- 
mediate Special Town Meeting, in 
order to adjust the inequitable 
salary conditions created by the 
town meeting, 

In the next meeting Mr Brooks 
presented his ideas on what the 
Selectmen should propose for sa- 
lary adjustments. He wanted to 


name no sum, in the article for 
the Special Town Meeting, but to 
leave this part blank, and amend 
the motion from the floor of the 
town meeting... 


This idea was in disregard to a 
request from the Finance Com- 
mittee, who wanted the sum of 


m 
both in doliars, and in percentage 
of increase, 

Selectman Lloyd Bender had an 
alternate proposal, asking for a 
sum of $28,300, which would allow 
a 6% increase. He termed the 
Proposals of Mr Brooks as ‘Open 
End Articles’ and further, ‘ An 
Invitation to Disaster’ to which 
Mr Brooks retorted quite angrily. 

Last Saturday the Finance Com- 
mittee met, in the Town Hall, to 
consider the warrant for the spe- 
cial Town Meeting, called for May 
18th, 

Because of the disagreements in 
the earlier meetings the Selectmen 
had _ not been able to ‘close the 
warrant’ but the pay raise article 
was as proposed by Mr Brooks, 

A letter was written by the Fi- 
nance Committee, last Saturday, 
in which they rejected, or turned 
down, the proposed pay raises, 
and it was distributed in the last 
meeting of the Selectmen, Monday 
night. 

Mr Brooks and Mr Bender were 
even more strong, in their re- 
spective positions, Monday night, 

Bender again proposed the sum 
of $28,300, and Brooks tried to 
amend this to a sum of $15,000, 
Mr Brooks spoke several times 
about ‘being on the side of the 
taxpayer’ and he didn’t feel that 
any pay raise was necessary. 

‘There were questions as to the 
legality of the wording of the 
motion by Mr Bender, so it was 
amended in such a manner as to 
meet the Finance Committee ob- 
Jections, leaving in the sum of 
$28,300 as proposed by Bender. 
The vote for the new article was 
four in favor, with Brooks ab- 
staining. 

After the Selectmen had agreed 


on the $28,300 sum the discussion 
turned to the ‘closing’ of the war- 
rant, an event that should have 
happened a week ago. 

Selectman Charles Black, in an 
effort to restore order, moved 
that the warrant be closed ‘as of 
now’ and this was voted. 

Still later Haywood Bliss, of the 
new Building Code Committee, at- 
tended the Selectmen’s meeting. 

Mr Bliss had come from the 
Finance Committee meeting, which 
was being held simultaneously in 
the Roman House, 

He informed the Selectmen that 
the Finance Committee were not 
willing to approve of the request 
by the Building Code Committee 
for $1100 for expenses. 

Mr Bliss’s talk fell on practi- 
cally deaf ears. The warrant had 
been closed, and no one made a 
move to open it. 

After some conversation, Bliss 
said that the committee would not 
be able to do anything of value for 
the town, as things were now, 
and that the members could find 
better things to do at night than 
to sit and decide whether or not 
the town needed a building code, 

$200 of the sum requested, Mr 
Bliss said, was to purchase copies 
of the various national building 
codes, in order that the members 
could read them, at night, before 
going to sleep. The rest of the 
money was needed for clerical 
and other expenses, and $400 was 
for publishing the result of their 
work. 

TM Bouchard agreed that the 
town needed a Building Code and 
spoke for the committee, 

Bliss wrote a proposed re-word- 
ing of the article for the Building 
Code Committee, which, he said, 
would overcome the objections of 
the Finance Committee. 

Bender took the article andread 
it to the Selectmen ‘for your con- 
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sidered opinions as to whether this 
is properly worded, and legally 
acceptable for a town meeting’ 
this in order that the Selectmen 
need not go over it again, he said. 

Brooks retorted that the Sel- 
ectmen had already given their 
opinions in the Town Meeting, and 
that the people had seen fit to 
turn them down. 

Bender: ‘Here we go again! 
Another Campaign Speech, John?’ 

Brooks half rose from his chair 
and leaned across the table, 
wagging a long forefinger at Ben- 
der, ‘Just a minute!’ he said. 
“We have had enough entertainment 
for the evening!’ 

Bender; ‘Don’t you shake a fin- 
ger at me, John!’ 

Brooks; ‘I'll shake my finger at 
whom I please!’ 

Bender: ‘Don’t shake it too close 
or I'll break it off’ 


Chairman Rene LaRivee firmly 
restored order. 

The problem was to get the 
warrant ‘re-opened’, Mr‘ Black 
was seemingly loathe to do this, 
and the meeting was at a stand- 
still for several moments until 
Mrs Drew moved to re-open, which 
Bender seconded, 

‘The Selectmen then quietly re- 
opened the warrant, and put in the 
revised wording for the Building 
Code Committe Article, and 
then closed the warrant for the 
final time. 

Later that evening the Finance 
Committee were told of the re- 
wording of the two articles, 

There was one question on the 
lips of Chairman Dick Barry. He 
wanted to know if the Selectmen 
were still supporting the ‘Open 
End’ article, proposed by Brooks, 
relative to the pay raises. 

Barry was informed that it had 
been replaced by Bender’s pro- 
posal of $28,300. 

Barry: ‘There is no question 
but that this is a heck of an im- 
provement over the Open End ar- 
ticle!’ 

The Finance Committee then 
voted to re-open consideration of 
the warrant, particularly with re- 
ference to pay raises, and the 
Building Code Committee, 

They voted out their action of 
last Saturday, turning down the 
Open End Article, and then, in 
turn considered the proposal by 
Mr, Bender. 

And this, too, they turned down, 
But they voted to go along with the 
idea of the $1100 for the Building 
Code Committee,

Dear Mr Neilson: 

I wish to take issue with some 
of the thoughts expressed by Rev. 
Sanders in his letter about civil 
rights which you printed on April 
23. Iam a Protestant, but Iam 
in disagreement with Reverend 
Sanders endorsement of the Na~ 
tional Council of Churches stand on 
civil rights, and his praise ofthose 
northerners who have gone South 
to ‘identify themselves with civil 
rights and racial justice.’ 

Reverend Sanders implies that 
the Word of God teaches ‘Civil 
disobedience’ when he says that 
‘our Gospel’ calls for the type of 
action that many civil rights agi- 
tators carried out, Yet Ichalle 
him to point to any Bible pas 
that encourages wilful breaking of 
the law, trespassing on private 
property, and so on. A careful 
study of the Negro problem will 
show that tremendous accomplish- 
ments have been carried out for 
many years by state and local 
governments, before the Commun- 
ist inspired agitation of the Ne- 
groes began in 1954, 

It can be shown that the leader~ 
ship of the N.C.C. is clearly fol~ 
lowing the Communist propraganda 
Une in its position in favor of the 
Civil Rights bill before the Senate. 
(As it has done a number of times 
over the past fewyears,) Further- 
more, as ataxexempt organization 
the N.C.C, is supposed to refrain 
from lobbying for or against any 
legislation, so it is violating the 
law in this regard also. 

I wonder if Reverend Sanders 
has read the Civil Rights Bill? Is 
he aware that it would destroy the 
right of trail by jury, the right of 
private property, and freedom of 
speech - and of the press? Is he 
aware that Loyd Wright and John 
Satterfield, both past presidents 
of the American Bar Association 
have described the Civil Rights 
Bill as ‘10% Civil Rights and 90% 
as a grab for raw féderal power?’ 
Is he aware that former Secretary 
of Agriculture Ezra Taft Benson 
has called the bill ‘part. of the 
planned Communist: take over of 
the United States?’ 

Certainly the rights of the mi- 
nority should be a mater of con- 
cern to all Americans, but creating 
the machinery for a police state 
is definitely not the proper 
approach,
